January Opens Under Favorable
Conditions—The FProspects for the
Trade During the Coming Months
Will Depend Upon the Action of
the Producers as to Tonnage and
Prices—Last Year Has Been One
of More Than Usunl Interest in
the Anthracite Industry.

The January letter of the Anthracits
Coal Uperators assoclatlon says with

reference to  the condition of the
murket:

The anthracite market In December res
flectesd  the mild  weather auring  the

greater part of that moath.  Dealers had
Intd In full supplivs, antlcipatng an acs
tive demund, In the absence of which
they made current  sales from  their
sincks, buying little to replenish them,

Notwithstanding the falling off In cons
sumption, as compiared with the pre-
vious month, Decimber elescd without
any materlal Inerease In the #tocks cars
ried by tho selling companies, nor, during
that month, wus there any movement
necersiry to restriet the tonnage pro-
duced.

Janunry opens uader favorable condl-
tions. Btocks In the hands of retallers
are about the avernge usunlly held: the
regerves in the handg of the selling com-
panics are normal, consequently, the cold
weather which may be expected during
thisx and next month will cause o steady
buying movement from dealers, In order
to keep their stock large enough for their
current demand,  Such buying will, of
course, decrease steadlly to avold storing
a surplus of high priced coul when lower
spring prices prevadl, but it Is not probas
ble that the stocks now carried will Le
allowed lo decrcase before the beginning
of next month,

In the New Ergland market, denlers
are falrly well supplied and feol able
tn meet any demamd  enused by enld
weather.,  In the West, stocks are un-

usually small and had it not bheen for the
telatively mild  weather, the shortage
would have had serlous results, It s
te he expoected, In the event of cold
weather, that a large all-ritdl business
will be done, and In antielpation of this,
frelghts have boen advanced 0 cents per
ton., making the Chicaogo rtate $L06 per
ton.
PROSPECTS FOR TRADE,

The prospects for the trade during the
coming months will depend upon the ae-
tion of the producers as L Lonnige and

prices, Any effort to force conl upon
the market will redet disastrously on
prices.  The utmpost care will be neces-

sary during the fret three months of the
yoir to prevent the producton from ox-
verding the normal consumption,  ‘There
1% no ocenslon for carrylvrg lnrge quanti-
tles of the fuel ln stock, where It cun
be used as o club In the market, The
probable consumption must be carefully
eatimated aud the production kept well
within this feure, loaving o murgin for
extrn work, should w lurger tonnage be
reguired,

Prices will, of eourse, depend upon the
supply, but there I8 no present intention
to #ell at a lower ligure than now pre-
villing.

The unusual gearclly of bituminous coal
haa causcd an exceptionally active de-
mand for the anthracite small slzes, hut
A= yet no appreciable fnerease In thit tor
broken, though the price for the latter
closely approximates that padd for small
eptantities of =oft oral. T'his condition s
Hkely to be penpravited 1ext month, since
reducing the output of anthraclle to the
usual tonnage for Janusry and Fobruary,
will decrease the supply of the smali
glgew, and bituminous mines do not ex-
peet 1o be relieved from their pressurc
until later in the spring.

1t has withessed ehanees
among the trapsportation  Hnes:  large
transfers of coal property: an effort st
unity In the madgement of the miarkets;
exceptional activity In general industral
conditions which enlarged the unthracite
market to the extent of absorbing all the
tonnage which the mices were ennbled
to offer; o further, and admitted, realisa-
tion on the part of the large companes
that Improved methods are  demanded
for the proftable captinvance of the ins
dpsiry, and the suecexsful |ssue of the
afforts of the Individual onerators 10
bring about & reduction In the excessive
rate of frelght charged on thelr product,

In
other words, spch a project must be
evolved as a general plan and the policy
of this plan fully considered and dis
cunsed hefore Lhe varlous members are
fitted Into the shell, This fAitting process
must be n businees propositlon, irrespec-
tive of any other conelderations,

The adjustment of the anthracite trade
on o profitable basis would have an in-
fluence far bevond the operators, rall-
reads and employea directly Interested.
The eoul operators are heavy investors
In numerous manufacturing and imlua-
trinl intoreste throughout this country,
and the ownerg of cocurities In the ralle
rondds have large Investmenis elpewhere,
Anvihing which woull serlously cripple
the antracite Industry would show its
effeet In these, with results most In-
Jurions to the commercial progress of
the r-mirw couniry.
